All the Lights below Quebec, on the Eiver St. Lawrence, including Pointe 
de Monts, Cape Chatte and Egg Island, are extinguished on the 10th December, and 
those in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, Straits of Belle Isle, Northumberland Straits, 
Prince Edward Island and Gut of Canso, are extinguished on the 20th December,, 
(with the exception of the Light on Bird Eock, which is kept burning till the Slst 
December,) and lighted on the 1st April of each year. 

The Lights in the Bay of Fundy, and on the Southern and Eastern Coasts of 
Nova Scotia, and the Light on the South- West point of St. Paul's Island, are exhibited 
all the year round. Also all the British Columbia Lights. 

The Lights above Quebec, and on the Lakes, are shown during the season of 
navigation.

Biv. Rerolying. Light gradually increasing to full effect and gradually decreasing to eclipse, at 
equal interyals of one, two, or three q^inntes, but occasionally as often as three times in a 
minute. 

IvT. Intermittent. Suddenly appearing in riew, remaining risible for a certain time and then aft 
suddenly eclipsed for a shorter time.
